The image is called “Progress” and was 
engraved by Robert Savage (1868-1943) and has 
appeared on various stock certificates as well as a 
bank note from Yugoslavia. Savage worked for 
ABNCo from 1891 to 1925. “Progress” is one of my 
personal favorite engravings for its intricate detail.

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) has dis- 
tributed the latest BEP Connection (Volume 1, Issue 3, 
Winter 1999), which included an order form for their 
intaglio vignette cards, formerly offered by subscrip- 
tion, and now offered individually. It also included 
some rather faint reproductions of the first four 
intaglios (right) which I have tried to enhance. I also 
show the first two actual cards elsewhere in this 
issue. I assume some publications, e.g., Bank Note 
Reporter, (January 2000) got better photos for repro- 
duction purposes. This is, apparently, also the case 
for the Bank Note Engravers Guild’s memorial card 
(see the last issue, SCJ 19:4, p. 33) from which I had 
to work, unfortunately, with a rather poor photo- 
copy.

[In the Second Quarter 1999 issue (SCJ 19:2) page 33, 
Jim Mezzetta (1892) questioned if he had an error of 
the 1983 NAPEX Medal of Honor souvenir card (F 
1983 C). Robin has sent along a clarification. Ed.]

I believe the card that 
Jim has was an “escapee” from the normal run of 
that particular card, printed in case of need (to 
replace a printing error)—“ accident insurance.” 


There were seven individual pages within the covers 
of the “Proof Set.” The first page (below), an intro- 
duction signed by Bob Vass, plus six proof cards.

I had not looked at my Progressive Proof Set in a 
long time, when I pulled it off the bookshelf to com- 
pare it with Jim’s card, shown in the article. I was 
quite surprised to find that I had eight cards in my 
set. How it [an extra] got there, and when, I have no 
idea—any time in the past 17 years! 


The amusing part of this piece is that it appears to be 
a genuine error. It is after the “Sixth Pass” but it lacks 
the blue-and-white ribbon. It probably adhered to 
another card above it, then separated allowing each 
to receive a complete embossment on the final pass.

VIGNETTE: “PROGRESS” FEMALE FIGURE 


The vignette “Progress” was engraved by George Frederick Cumming Smillie in the months of April and May of 1899. 
Miscellaneous Die Number 4873 was completed in February of 1900. It was based on artwork of charcoal and wash on paper by 
Walter Shirlaw, currently held at the Historical Resource Center. 


This vignette appears on the back of the Ten Dollar United States Note, Series 1901. 


“Progress” is a woman standing on a disc, with her feet stepping on the necks of two birds, whose wings are spread out above 
the disc and to the left and right of the legs of Progress. She is wearing at least two layers of robes, which seem to flow behind her. 
Her right arm is bent at the elbow and is drawn inward toward her body. as her hand is clutching her robe at her chest. Her left arm 
is extended upward and she is holding above her head either a sheaf of wheat or a torch with flames coming from both ends. Her 
hair is tied up with a ribbon behind her head. She is facing to her right, looking off in the distance with a solemn face. Behind her is 
a large globe, extending from her ankles to her waist. Her robes seem to flow around the globe with what appear to be rings around 
the globe. 


Many assumptions can be made about the symbols and meanings related to the.vignette “Progress” but nothing conclusive. The 
item she is holding in her left hand could be a flame or fire. which could represent unification or transcendence or it may be a sheaf, 
which could represent integration and strength. The wings could be a symbol of imagination and spirituality, while the birds have a 
similar meaning such as thought or the spiritual process. There is also the possibility that the entire image may be related more to the 
current events of the time. With the end of the Spanish-American War and the coming of a new century, the woman may be a 
symbol of peace, expansion and development. 


In conclusion, what can be said is that the artist and engraver meant for this woman to be a symbol of progress for the coming 
century carrying forth a beacon and leading the way for betterment of the ages.

FIRST FLIGHT OF WRIGHT PLANE 


Miscellaneous Die Number: 16459 
History: 

This engraving depicts the first gasoline engine powered biplane successfully flown in December, 1903 at Kill Devil Hills near 
Kitty Hawk on the Outer Banks in North Carolina. (NOTE; “The actual location of the first flight was some four miles away [from 
Kitty Hawk] in what is now known as Kill Devil Hills, but newspapers had picked up the dateline of Kitty Hawk.” 

Plane was flown by Orville Wright. Wilbur Wright was on the ground. 

Plane name was Flyer. 

Origin of Image: 


Engraving is based on pen and wash drawing by Charles R. Chickering. Because design source photographs are dated 1949, it is 
suspected that the drawing was also done in 1949. Drawing is housed in the Historical Resource Center, BEP 


Vignette was engraved by Charles A. Brooks. 


Miscellaneous die card indicates that Brooks finished engraving vignette August, 1949. The die was not hardened until April, 1976. 


The design is possibly based on a postcard of the 1903 biplane, Flyer. The biplane is in the collections of the National Air and 
Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution.

Increasingly we are seeing local USPS souvenir cards 
being offered to mark both local and national events. 
The recent bicentennial of the death of George 
Washington prompted me to develop a souvenir 
card and pictorial cancellation which was approved 
by my local post office in Berkeley Heights, NJ.

The Washington pictorial cancel, which was the only 
one offered nationwide, received 375 requests from 
42 states and 3 foreign countries for a total of 974 can- 
cel strikes. Linn’s as well as at least three other phi- 
latelic publications featured the cancel besides the 
USPS Philatelic Bulletin which chronicles all pictorial 
cancellations on a biweekly basis. 


For each cancel request, a sample paper replica was 
sent along with the returned cancels (opposite page). 


With the cooperation of Postmaster Jim Ricci in 
Berkeley Heights, I was able to assist in the canceling 
operation and the filing of card orders. 


Cancel collectors responded favorably with 85 
orders filled from 20 states for 125 cards, an average 
of 1.47 cards per order. 


The souvenir card was sold for a bargain price of 
$2.00 [!] and included on its reverse side a full-page 
narrative about George Washington’s last days (see 
next two pages). 


The card was computer generated using clip art and 
the card stock (Acid-Free paper inserts # 3210) was 
ordered from Light Impressions of Rochester, NY, a 
firm specializing in archival supplies (www.lightim- 
pressiondirect.com). [For you none “webbies”, try 
800.828.6216, but be warned, you will receive a 
“new” catalog at least once a month! Ed.] 


Since I am retired, I was able to devote the time to 
record keeping which would not ordinarily have 
been done. 


All in all, a very satisfying experience which is to be 
recommended if you are a card afficionado with 
some spare time.

ON DECEMBER 12, 1799- A DAY WHEN SNOW BEGAN FALLING AT TEN IN THE MORNING, CHANGED TO 
HAIL, AND THEN TO A STEADY COLD RAIN -WASHINGTON SPENT NEARLY FIVE HOURS RIDING ON AN 
INSPECTION TOUR OF HIS FARMS. TOBIAS LEAR , HIS PERSONAL SECRETARY,MET HIM UPON HIS RETURN 
WITH SOME LETTERS TO FRANK AND WASHINGTON OBSERVED THAT THE WEATHER WAS TOO BAD TO

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DO THESE COUNT? 

Canada Post has issued a set of “three commemora- 
tive stamps” as “The Official Millennium Keepsake.” 
They are more likely souvenir sheets or, as in the 
case of the 46¢ value which is also a hologram, cards. 
The theme is “Peace” (and Love) and each of the 
items picture a dove. According to Canada Post, 
“one stamp celebrates the past, one the present, and 
the third, a magnificent holographic image of a dove 
in flight, marks the passage from 1999 to 2000.” 


Presumably the “past” is the beautifully engraved by 
Canadian Bank Note, 95¢ value (below). The “pre- 
sent” printed by Ashton Potter (top, next page) por- 
trays a young boy who helped in the release of a 
large quantity of doves as part of the celebration. 
(Canada has no restrictions about portraying living 
people on stamps.) The hologram (bottom, next 
page), prepared by Ashton Potter/Crown Canada/ 
Gravure Choquet Inc., may be a self-adhesive, but I 
have not tried to peel it from the backing. The first 
two appear to be gummed. 


The “souvenir” comes with a “limited-edition mil- 
lennium medallion struck by the Royal Canadian
